Ag it stands, that statement is false 
and absurd. But it is doubtful if 


what follows it makes it much less 
so, Why are Canadians such exam- 
ples of disloyalty Because they do 
not purchase only goods manufactur- 
ed in Canada. So the idea is that the 
Canadian people are lacking is pat- 
riotic impulses in their purchasing be- 
cause they do not buy only made-in- 
Canada goods. 

On the plane on which Col. Webb 
discusses this question, trade is ap- 
parently a matter of loyalty to coun- 
try, then. That is not true. But as- 
suming it contains some truth, is the 
onus of being loyal in this matter to 
rest solely with the purchaser? That 
is the important point. We venture 
to say that there is not a people in 
thé whole world more ready to intro- 
duce loyalty into their shopping than 
Canadians. 

If they buy -imported articles, Col. 
Webb may feel cenbain that it is due 
to one of two causes. It is due either 
to mere thoughtlessness or indiffer- 
ence (which is far from disloyalty) or 
to a feeling, mistaken in moet instan- 
ces, that in some branches of manu- 
facture, the imported anticles are sup- 
erior, Inasmuch as they general 
cost no more, you can hardly blame 
ordinary purchaser for buying them 
of this ground. 

Canadians as a whole stand ready to 
do anything within reason to support | 
home industries, and have time and) 
again demonstrated this. But there | 
is one thing Col. Webb overlooks. It 
is that in all trade, people buy things 
because they want them, and not be- 
cause they ought to buy them and) 
think some delicate obligation is in- 
volved. Nations buy on that basias so 
do individuals. To make people want 
to buy things, you have got to make 
them like them and ask for them, 
wihether it be soup, shoes or sealing 
wax. And the whole question comes 
back to quality. If the quality is 
there—it is in the great majority of 
cases— and other things being equal, 
the Canadian people will not think 
twice over buying Canad‘an products.

Whether the Board of Pension Com-

the regulatiovis as generously as they 
feel they may or to protect finst the 
public purse. If the latter, it is pro~ 
bably safe to ‘say that they are not 
carrying out the. public will if this 
has to be done at the expense of the 
ex@ailer and the ex-soldier. If they 
’ are already interpreting the law as 
generously as they can it is more pro- 
bable that the Act itself requires am- 
endmient; something on the advisabil- 
ity of which it is evidently the pres- 
ent intention to debate next session.

It would be well not to be too crit- 
ical of what may seem to us to be the 
failings of our fellow men. Vancou- 
ver, whidh, as the end of the trans- 
continental tine, has to put up with 
the dubicus distinction of being the 
last refuge of Canadian vagabondage, 
had its Christmas rather marred by 
an outbreak of banditry. it probab- 
ly did not come as a complete sur- 
prise to officialdom and no doubt ef- | 
ficient vigilance had succeeded in 
nipping in the bud a few more inei- 
dents of the kind which will now nev-_ 
er be recorded, ‘There had been some 
Communistic outbursts during the few 
preceding days and when Communism 
rears its head disorder almost invar- 
iably follows. 

Two banks were held up at pistol 
points early in the day and in one of 
them at least it transpired after- 
wards that the bandit’s gun was not 
loaded, except with lead pellets which 
had tlhe appearance of bullets. We 
do not know what the bank officers’ 
feelings are now on finding that they 
have been tricked but we have no 
doubt at all that Vancouver is the 
home of many an armchain critic who 
has been entertaining his friends by 
telling them what he would have done. 
Tt has been a pretty common erper- 
ience in this country to find that the 
bandit’s gun ie very often not loaded 
but no one who has ever looked into 
a barrel or felt a muzzle passed be- 
tween his ribs ought to be very ser- 
iously blamed for giving the gun the 
benefit of the doubt, 

But look at. the thing from the ban- 
dit’s point of view. No one wants to 
paint him in heroie colors but the 
thug who commits a robbery with 
nothing but an unloaded pistol in his 
hand is a braver man than he whose 
crime is supported by the force of 
fully loaded arms. The man with the 
empty gun goes onto his job, in full 
daylight in this instance, knowing 
that, as a matter of fact, he is un- 
armed and that if he meet one man 
brave enough to call his bluff the 
game is up. 

And then again, there is often a 
human side to this banditry business. 
Hunger and want are bad enough at 
any time. They must be worse around 
Christmas when the very sight of 
people enjoying luxuries must be well 
nigh maddening to the unfortunate 
man, especially if he have a wife and 
children, who cannot get even the 
necessities of life. And as hunger 
drives the wolves into the camp or the 
village so it drives human beings, not 
far removed from the wolves in the 
matter of instinct, to lengths to 
which they would not dare and would 
not choose to go in saner moments,

Everybody has seen the snob in ac- 
tion. The sight, while not especially 
pleasant, is quite instructive. 

He operates on the theory that he 
is is just a bit better than the men 
he associates with. An assumption 
of superiority is his guiding star. He 
takes it for granted that everyone 
must recognize his magnificent gifts, 
and honor him accordingly. 

Once in a great while, of course, he 
get away with it. The bluff works
